daim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Nishlmura et al. (JP 08-201010). 

Nishimura et al. discloses a vibration detecting system of a resilient body 
comprising a detector (6) for detecting the vibration of the resilient body (4) and 
outputting a detection signal in accordance with the vibration; a magnetic circuit (see 
Figures 3-8) having a primary coil and a secondary coil, the primary coil and the 
secondary coil being in close electromagnetic connection; wherein the vibration of the 
resilient body is detected using an output signal generated the secondary coil when the 
detection signal from the detector is received by the primary coil; and wherein the 
detector is located around the resilient body and includes a non-contact detecting 
element for detecting the vibration of the resilient body in a non-contact manner (see 
Figure 12 and 13). 

As for claim 2, Nishlmura et al. discloses the detector being attached to the 
resilient body (see Figures 3-8). It is inherent in the system disclosed that the detector 
(6) comprise a piezoelectric element or a strain detecting element as both are known 
and used throughout the art of stylus vibration detection for determining the vibration of 
the stylus or resilient body when placed in direct contact with the vibrating body. One of 
ordinary skill in the art would recognize such a detecting section as including either a 
piezoelectric element or a strain detecting element.
